No substitute for new milk 
abould be given under two weeks 
that, however, more economical food ma 

be compounded, if desired, and the calf 
will still thrive. If skim milk can now 


be afforded, the calf will thrive on liberal ** 


feeding. 

Willard says that if whey and oil! meal 
be properly prepared it can be made to 
gerve as a very good substitute for milk. 
The whey should be dipped off when 
sweet from the vat, then bring it to the 
boiling point and turn it upon the oil 
meal. Let the mixture stand till 
then feed. In the morning whey sweet 
from the vat may be fed. At the com- 
gencement a little less than a pint of oil 
mea! per day will be sufficient for 
calves. This may be gradually increased 
till each calf has a daily ration of half a 
pint. At first it is better not to feed 
éalves all the whey they will drink at a 
time. A large feed of whey cloys the ap- 
petite and deranges tho health, A half 
pail of whey at first is evough for a feed, 
Which may be increased to three-fourths 
of & pail and a pail as the calf increases in 
age. Two meals a day, if the calf runs 
{na good pasture, is sufficient. Calves 
fedin this way ought not to be weaned 
until they can get a ood biteof after feed 
from the early cut meadows. It is im- 
portant to keep them in a growing, thrifty 
condition with no check. When weaned 
earlier their growth is often checked by 
reason of shert, dry or innutritious feed 
in pastures. 

When whey is not to be had for feeding 
young calves the following is sometimes 
sod: Take three quarts of linseed meal 
and four quarts of bean meal and mix

Directions for (anning Cern. 

The custom of canning or evaporating 
corn for homo use during the winter is 
growing among our farmers, and house- 
wives are inquiring about recipes. The 
following plan is suggested in Country 
Gentleman 

Cut and scrape the corn from the cob 
whilo still in the milk; fill glass case full 
and place the glass cover over each can; 
then place the cansin a washboiler with 
anarrow strip of board at the bottom, 
not letting the cans touch each other. 
Now, turn into the boiler sufficient cold 
wator to nearly reach the tops of the cans; 
place on the stove and boil without inter- 
Joission for four hours. Remove the cans 


to a table and fill rounding full with boil- 
ing wat ion seal up in the usual way 
and pla m in a cool, dark place. 

Evay ed corn is quite equal to canned 
com, but if you cannot avail yourself of 


this process, the next best way is to cut 
it from the cob, place it on earthen plates, 
and carefully dry it in the oven stove, 
beiag very careful not to discolor it by 
too hot an oven, When used, soak over 
night in sufficient cold water to just cover 
it, and let it boil half an hour just before 
dinner time; then season and serve.

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IRRIGATION, 


Although in the immediate wieinity of 
Calgary there are no great tracts of coun- 
try absolutely requiring irrigation, we 
must necessarily take great interest in 
this matter, as proper systems of irriza- 
tion are mueh needed io parts of south 
ern Alberta, as weli as in the Assinibvias. 
There are vast regions in the Northwest 
Territories, at preaent mere deserts, 
which under the influence of irrigation 
would be made to blossom like the rose. 
This question has been persistently kept 
before the notice of the Dominion Gov. 
ernment by Mr. D. W. Davis, M. P., and 
in the near future the Government must 
do something to reclaim the barren lands. 
in the Northern States the irrigation 
method has been tried and has been 
found ench a complete success that the 
people there are agitating for more sup- 
pert for irrigation works from the gov- 
@rninent. The Montana Live Stock 
Journal ie particularly enthusiastic over 
irrigation and even goes the length of 
saying that artibcially irrigated lands are 
superior to all others. In a recent issue 
our contemporary published the follow- 
ing:— 

“To the eastern, or Atlantic seaboard 
farmer, the idea of irrigating is one 
which assails his mind with a certain re 
pulsiveness and causes him to imagine 
thai such efforts are a world of trouble. 
He has always been accustomed to rain- 
fall, and in certain seasons plenty of it, 

He, therefore, (lepends on this asa source 
of the necessary moisture for the crops, 
and he raises them accordingly, When 
the season, therefore, happens to be un- 
usually short of precipitation, his crops 
suffer correspondingly, and he contents 
himself by calling thie a “drouth’” and 
wishing for a ‘‘spell of rain.” 

- “The idea of a weetern farm with its 
ditches, its canals and culverts is repul- 
sive to his mind, He associates ditches 
with an idea of bad land, for he never 
has use for them except it be to drain 
some boggy lot which has always heen a 


source of annoyance tohim. This, of 


course, results from a life long education 
in a particular kind of farming, Could 
he but compare this system of farming 
with that of his western brother who has 
an irrigated farm, he would find the lat- 
ter far in advance of himself, 

“The western inun contemjiates his 
crop with a degree of sbsolute certainty 
rotentering into the calculations of a 
eeaboard farmer. [ie possesses the 
power of regulating the extent of the 
moisture to be conveyed to his land and 
the times when such * shall be so moist- 
ened. He enjoysa light and perfectly 
healthy atmosphere, free from mias- 
matic contagion and disease germs gen- 
erated in rainfall countries, and as the 
substance of his soil is not run off in a 
dozen rivuleta and streams which drain 
the easter: tarm and carry off the sur- 
plusage of water therefrom, that nutri- 
ment soremoved consequently remains 
on the westeru farm to feed the growth 
of the plants it raises. Many other 
points might be cited which, in fact, 
show the superiority possessed by the 
irrigated farm over that of the farm de- 
pendentupon natural precipitation for 
ite meisture, and upon the whole it is 
now being recognised that irrigated 
farins are the best, and they are certain- 
ly the cheapest, for they can frequently 
be gotten for nothing in their arid state 
and they become highly valuable by this 
ebaracter of improvement. This fact is 
noticeable by the systems of the money 
lenders, the moet alert and astute set of 
people in business, who invariably rate 
higher an irrigated farm, and will lend 
more money upon it than they will upon 
one ina rainfall district. Such being 
the case, it follows that the great west 
and Northwest, which is rich in fertile 
upirrigated lands, will, when reclaimed, 
be « region of untold wealth iv tarms.”

ALBERTA CATILE INTERESTS 

The Montreal Herald, the paper which 
appears to consider itself the only reli- 
able authority on Alberta matters in 
Kastern Canada, the same sheet which 
a few weeks ago described Calgary as a 
mountain town, has again been onter- 
taining its readers with a desertation on 


this snarl can be formed when it is known 
that 1¢ 18 based upon some article or an- 
ether in the Macleod Gazette. In the 
hope evidently of being able to substanti- 
ate the charges against the Government, 
our Montreal namesake sent a reporter 
to Dr, McEechran. This is how the 
Herald reports the report :— 

“A reporter of the Herald staff calied 
on Dr. McKachran at his residence last 
night to obtain sume explanations with 
reference to the attacks on the quaran- 
tine system in the Northwest, and him- 
self in particular, that appeared in the 
Macleod Gazette, which he cheerfully 
gave. On being asked why the quaran- 
tine was established in the first place, 
and why it is maintained, he replied: 
By the provision of the Imperial Act 
known as the Duke of Richiunond’s Bill 
passed in 1878, ail countries in which 
contagious diseases of cattle were known 
to exist were scheduled, and the stock 
coming from all such countries to any 
port in Great Britain have to be 
slaughtered within ten days of the date 
of landing, whereas cattle coming from 
countries in which no contagious disease 
existe are free to be conveyed alive to 
any market in Great Britain. No pro- 
vision was made for parts of countries, 
hence the United States from east to 
west were scheduled. On urgent repre- 
sentations that no diseuse existed in the 
west and no movement of cattle from 
the Canadian Northwest took place, the 
establishment of quarantines in the 
North west was not insisted upon by the 
Imperial authorities for several years. 

The outbreak of pleur-pneumonia ot 
Chicago, and other places west and 
southwest as well as the commencement 
of an export business from the Canadian 
west, caused the Imperial authorities to 
insist on the quarantine of ninety days 
being extended to ali Canada, for cattle 
entering from the United States, as it 
would be impeasible to prevent American 
cattle from being exported as Canadian. 
Hence. apart from the questien of di- 
ease, it was imperative on the govern- 
ment to establish quarantines or a!low 
Canada to be seheduled—which would 
mean a very serious blow to the cattle 
trade of the Dominion. 

What about that settler whom you 
sent to ‘Texas?

THE FARM. 
Making Cheese on a Small Scale. 

For the maoufacture of cheese ona 
small scale are required a cheese hoop 
about ten inches in diameter with a 
follower, a new washtub anda press. The 
milk should be taken perfectly fresh from 
the cow and strained through a cloth into 
the cheese tub. Asa gallon of milk will 
make one pound of cheese, the preeise 
quantity used ata time should be noted 
Part of it should be warmed so that the 

| temperature of the whole, when in the tub, 
shall be raised at 83 degrees Fahrenteit. 
The rennet, thoroughly cleaned and pre- 
pared, should be then added, enough 
being used to produce curdling in about 
forty minutes. As soon as the curd will 
break smoothly it should be cut with curd 
knives into squares ana then allowed to 
stand until all the whey runs off, Part of 
this whey is then heated, the mass of curd 
is lifted and broken into minute pieces and 
warm whey is added until the temperature 
of the whole is raised to 98 degrees Fah- 
renheit, When cool, this operation is re- 
j peated until the curd becomes crumbly, 
| easily falling to pieces when pressed in 
the hand. The whey is then all drained 
| off, and the curd put into the cooler and 
lout up with curd knives; when the temper- 
}ature has fallen somewhat it is turned 
over and left until it assames a flaky cop- 
dition, When nearly dry salt is added 
{and the whole is mixed thoroughly with a 
jcurd mill, itis then put into the band- 
lage inside of the boop and is put on the 
press. After remaining there from two to 
|four hours it should be taken out and 
turned. The next day at may be taken 
trom the pressand put on a shelf to cure 
While curimg it should be watched closely 
to keep all flies from it, should be rubbed 
over daily with warm melted butter, and 
daily turned. Itis fit for use from six to 
jeight weeks afer it is pressed,—Indiana
